Brazil, which exported only 
153,000 bales of cotton of its 1952- 
1953 crop, is reported to have 
boosted shipments during the first 


six months of the 1955-1954 crop 


period to 630,000 bales. 

Statistics issued by the Ministry 
of Labor, Industry & 
show that whereas Brasil supplied

ports during the 1952-1953 crop, 
and stood in ninth among world 
exporters, as regards the 1953-
